“Since my letter ‘of a week ago, the

‘bate’ on: the tariff. bill, and before ‘this 
is published, will have passed it by 
a substantial majority. 

The bill as reported from the Ways 
and Means. Committee was unsatis- 
factory to the ‘Representatives from 
some of the Agricultural States, and 
as a result these Representatives, of 
which I was one, appeared before the 
Republican members. of the Ways and . 
Means Committee arid urged a further 
lincrease of tariff on certain agricul- 
tural ‘products. We were able to ‘con- 
vinee the Committee this should be 
done and.these increases will be made. 
in amendments to the bill while it is 
being read under the five-minute rule 
for amendment. 

Anyone familiar with the facts’ will 
many concede that his Tariff Bill is one that 

wild jis drawn in the interests of the Amer- 
ican farmer, I. have always’ main- 
tained that the man on the farm has 
for years been voting a tariff commen- 
surate. with its neéds, without. having 
been given the same . considération 
himself. In my opinion this bill at 
Jast puts the. American farmer, so 
far as the tariff is concerned, upon 
the same economic basis as the man 
in the city. 

The increase in the tariff on sugar 
will automatically give to the farmer.

for the growing of beets, and this 
holds true of all the other ‘items.

Selection of Breeding 


Stock Helps Turkeys. 


One of the most. important steps 
towards successful, turkey production 
depends upon: the proper selection of 
the . breeding . stock... Weak poults, 
small,. scrubby turkeys and unhatch- 
able eggs are often traced to ¢areless- 
ness in the selection of the breeding 
stock, Turkeys that are used ‘as 
breeders must possess: those physical 
characteristics, showing strength and 
vigor. These characteristics are man- 
ifested as a general rule by a deep 
and wide bedy, the: back broad: and 
the breast round and full. The head 
shows certain physical characteristics 


of strength, namely: the eyes should. 


be active and alert, the head should 
be fairly short, broad and deep and 
of good size, showing a clean, healthy 
appenrance, The legs. of the birds 
should be well -apart. showing a 
strong, sturdy shank and stratght toes. 
Considerable emphasis should be giv+ 


en in the selection of the male bird.” 


This in itself should improve the stock 
from year to year. Early hatched 
toms, as a general rule, are sufficient- 
ly matured to make good breeders the 
first season. One.should avaid using 
the late hatched male birds for breed- 
ing purposes. 


Oyster Shells Provide 
'* “Right Source of Lime 


Usually oyster sheils provide a good 
source of Hme for poultry,. Quite oft- 
en they aze not broken up in sufficient: 
ly small parts. But they are cheap 
and when clean and not. scattered in 
filth are safe. As a rule, they should 
be kept In clean self-feeders or places 
where they will not become contami- 
nated. This will do most good when 
the birds are fed feeds containing vi- 
tamines, because. Hime is. assimilated 
best in the presence of or when birds 
have. the necessary vitamines to aid 
in digesting and assimilating, it, If 
bone meal or healthy clean bonea are 
crushed or ground and kept'clean and 
wholesome, the good bone along with 
the vitamines will furnish lime and 
phosphate. But there are some things 
in the processes of digesting’ and as- 
slmilating lime that are not known. 
Yet we know poultry must have some 


form of lime in their feed. Lime‘and |, 


phosphate may be obtained from ‘oth- 
er animal tissues and from vegetables 
and grains. :

AILROADS of the country won a 


great victory. when the Supreme 
court of the United States handed 
down its decision in the famous St. 
Louis & O'Fallon railroad case which 
on behalf of that obscure little coal 
road had been fought through all the 
courts. The immediate object was to 
have set aside an order issued by the 
toterstate commerce commission call- 
{ng for a refund of a part of its earn- 
ings, coming under what ts known as 
the recapture clause of the transpor- 
tation ‘act, permitting railroads to re- 
tain one-half of thelr earnings in ex- 
cess of 6 per cent, and requiring them 
to pay over to the government the 
other half. 

Reversing a lower court decision 
and annulling the order, the Supreme 
court decided that the interstate com- 
merce commission must revise Its 
whole method of valuing railroads to 
reach a basis for rate making. Years 
of work by the commission must be 


done. over again In full or {no part. 
Present values and the cost of re- 
placements mu8t be considered by the 
commission In setting the basis of 


thet railroad compensation, the court ruled. 


Chis replaces the 1919 valuation now 
used by the commission. Justices 
srandels, Holmes and = Stone dis- 
ented. 


At first it was belfeved this decision 
vould bring about higher passenger 
ind freight rates, but later this was 
‘lenfed. The immediate effect on the 
New York Stock exchange was star- 
tling. Prices of rall stock soared witn 
a rush of buying orders, but the ad-

NE HUNDRED AND EIGHTY- 
SIX clergymen, educators and 
leaders of religious thought {0 Great 
Britain and. American have issued 
what ig entitled “A. British-American 
Message to the Churches and to All 
People of Good WII.” It is an. ap- 
peal for better understanding between 
the American and British peoples, and 
expresses the hope that all war may 
soon be abolished. The signers pledge 
themselves to accept in spirit and in 
fact the words of the Kellogg treaty; 
to “discountenance any and all ex- 
pressions or acts which contemplate 
as possible the use of any but pacific 
means for the settlement of disputes 
or conflicts; and to do our utmost to 
rally all men and women of good will 
to unite with us in this same deter- 
mination,” 
HILE the senate and house con- 
ferees continued in deadlock over 
the export debenture scheme tn ‘the 
-senate’s furm relief measure, the Re- 
publican members of the house tried 
to fix up their tariff bill so it would 
be ussured of passage. There was a 
fot of jog rolling and various. trades 
were engineered. It was said dutles 
wouid be placed on hides, teather. and 
shoes and those on a number of farm 
products increased. Every effort was 
being made by the leaders to prevent 
a vote on the floor of the house on 
amendments for a reduction in the 
Proposeg duty op sugar or for the 
restoration of cement, brick, shingles 
and Iumber to the free list. The 
Michigan automobile industry together 
with. other industries. using alcohol. 
such as manufacturers of drugs and 
paints, were reported to. have tri- 
umphed over Illinoi® and fowa .corn 
growers who have been seeking a duty 
op blackstrap molasses high enough to 
stimulate the use of corn in the man- 
ufacture of alcobol. 

In the matter of the farm relief

ECENT disclosures of the activi 

tles of the International Paper 
and Power company in financing news- 
papers, made during the Investigation 
by the federal trade commission, in- 
spired Senator. George Norris of Ne- 
braska to deliver in the senate a 
long address {In which he urged legis- 
lation to prevent the acquisition of 
newspapers by public utilities con- 
cerns and to curb the expansion of 
such corporations. The Nebraskan 
scored President Hoover for putting 
Lenroot on the federal customs ap- 
peals bench, and bitterly denounced 
Samuei Insull, the Chicago public. 
utility magnate. 

Mr. Norris said he belfeved every 
newspaper in the country has had the 
opportunity to sell out to the “power 
trust,” the existence of which he has 
been declaring for years, and passion- 
ately pleaded with publishers to re- 
Ject the offers of the power magnates 
so that the country might have a free 
press. 


HILE and Peru*are immensely re- 

Neved by the settlement of. the 
old Taena-Arica dispute, which was 
formally announced In Washington. 
The agreement reached was that pro- 
posed hy President Hoover. Under 
its terms Tacna !s. awarded to Peru 
and Arica to Chile. The city of Arica, 
the only port of call for stenmers on 
the Taena-Arica coastiine, Is award. 
ed to Chile, but Peru Is to have the 
tights of a free port there. Chile has 
agreed to erect a railroad station. a 
custom house, and a wharf at Arica 
for the use of Peru. Chile also agrees 
to pay Peru $6,000,000, 

Bolivia, which had hoped for an 
outlet Yo the sea through the port of 
Arica, alone is dissatisfied with the 
settlement. ‘
